During the last month, 
some monies, which were in 
arrears since the fall of 
2013, were paid. However. 
this money is only for a por- 
tion of the goods deposited 
in those containers. 
Pending the outcome of the 
Got Books liquidation and 
settlement with its credi- 
tors, some monies owed to 
its customers, specifically 
for the book portion of the 
donations, may not be real- 
ized. The Crier will contin- 
ue to follow this story as it 
unfolds.

American Tower gets OK 


for Presidential Way site near Wilmington-Reading line

WOBURN - “hther slightly aciusting 
one of the conditions, the City Council 
at its most recent meeting voted unan- 
imously to approve a special permit for 
a training facility with a 160-foot mono- 
pole on Presidential Way in East 
Woburn, off I-93. 

The council added a total of 11 condi- 
tions that were previously-endorsed by 
its Special Permits Committee. The 
condition that was changed requires 
American Tower to post a bond of 10 
percent greater than the estimated 
cost of removing the monopole, in case 


the company abandons the site without - 


taking down it. 
"The conditions are acceptable," said 
Brandon Ruotolo, — representing 


American Tower. 

With a "core office" in Woburn and 
corporate offices in Boston, American 
Tower is "the largest operator of 
telecommunications towers in the 
United States," according to Ruotolo. 

The company recently bought a simi- 
lar Florida-based firm and needs addi- 
tional facilities to train its newly- 
acquired employees. 

The facility is located at 10 
Presidential Way, off I-93 near the 
Wilmington line and _ overlooking 
Reading, and was the former head- 
quarters of Undercover Wear. 

While American Tower intends to use 
the tower and related equipment most- 
ly for training purposes, the company 
wishes to retain the right to lease 
space on the 160-foot monopole to wire- 
less service providers for antenna pan- 
els attached to the pole. 

Responding to questions from an 


pre rer recierreoenneees tec a rivet 


audience member during the’ public 
hearing, Ruotolo said the pole willsbe 
anchored to the ground in a concrete 
foundation. The tower itself is Subject 
to taxation as real estate, but the equip- 
ment on the pole is considered persen- 
al property. American Tower ’is* not 
receiving any tax incentives from the 
city, according to Ruotolo. 

He also said a question about -How 
many.telecommunications carrier's: ¢an 
be supported on the pole "impossible to 
answer," though he noted all carriers 
will be required to obtain a special, can 
mit from the city.

WILMINGTON - Perfect ice, perfect weather and an enthu- 
siastic Wilmington were the ingredients of success which 
put Wilmington’ 's first major speed skating event “over the

. The skating championships drew 132 racers, 31 of them

The New England championship event was the high point 
of speed skating in Wilmington. Races were held for the next 
fouf-years, but the ice conditions never measured up to the 
standard of 1959. 

Speed skating at the time had indoor and outdoor champi- 
onghips. There were very few indoor arenas, so the outdoor 
events were still quite popular. The Wilmington Skating Club 
held ‘races on Silver Lake, Rotary Park and at its rink at the 
old: South School on Chestnut Street. 

ilmington’s Jeanne Ashworth won the senior women’s 
crown. One year later, she would win a Bronze medal in the 
Winter Olympics. 

Clyde McKaba, Leo O’Connell III and Nancy Weinberg also 
won‘New England trophies that weekend. Medal winners 
included Elyse Woller, Marie Hersom, Dotty Hersom, Janet 
Perry, Celia Spear, Jeff Williamson, Lenny Galvin, Denny 
0’Connell, Drew O’Connell and Dave O’Connell. 

early two years later, on the day after Christmas 1960, 
the: “ oliday on Ice” speed skating championships were 
held, It was planned to be much smaller than the 1959 event. 

at Wwas not planned, however, was the 50 degree temper- 
ature and terrible ice conditions. Nancy Weinberg won the 
trophy for Midget Girls and Jeff Williamson for Junior Boys. 

Wilmington skaters continued to perform well in races in 
other ‘places. Nancy Weinberg had a come-from-behind vic- 
tory in the Middle Atlantic Championships at Newburgh, 
N°Y.‘6n Jan. 2, 1961. She won three gold medals and the 
Middle Atlantic Championship. 

Jédnne Ashworth had a good winter in 1961, winning the 
Eastern States Outdoor Championships at Saratoga Springs 
on Jan 19, the North American championship at Lake 
Placid, and the National Indoor Championship at Buffalo on 
March 18. 

OhFan 12, 1961, the Town Crier reported that the town may 
have' some flood lights for night skating at Silver Lake. 

®Fhis town of skating and youngsters has to depend on 
moonlight for night skating. Moonlight, of course, has its 
uses; but not when the town is host, as it is sometimes, to 
championship races.

Mary Tosi of Connecticut accepted the trophy for the Juvenile Girls championship from Wilmington Skating Club’ 
president Leo O'Connell in January 1959. Wilmington hosted the North Eastern Speed Skating Championships on + 


Silver Lake, with additional races at Rotary Park and the Skating Club rink on Chestnut Street. 


Second Vice President of NESA, and Rhea Perry treasurer. 
Waugh was also elected president of the Wilmington Skating 
Club that same month. 

In 1962; Wilmington hosted two championship events, one 
in January, the other in December. Both events met with 
poor skating conditions. The New England Outdoor 
Championships were scheduled for the weekend of Jan. 27 
and 28. Rain on Friday night, though, ruined the ice on the 
Chestnut Street rink, so there was no skating on Saturday. 
Volunteers went to work on Silver Lake on Saturday after- 
noon, and by 9 a.m. Sunday, it was ready for racing. Many 
of the skaters, though, didn’t show up. 

That year, the Skating Club rink was expanded to Olympic 
proportions, and lighting was installed at the clubhouse, -the 
old South School. All was ready for the Eastern Seaboard 
Championships, Dec. 29 and 30. But like the January event, 
it was a washout. The weather was fine on Saturday, with 
the temperature just about freezing. But that night, light 
snow turned to rain, by the bucket. It ceased about 3 a.m. 
and the temperature plunged. The result was a surface with 
about two inches of ice over an inch of water. The races 
were postponed until Monday. 

That night Skating Club volunteers played and planed the 
ice. With the temperature at 10 below zero and the wind at 
35 m.p.h.

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tractor around the rink, pulling a planer. Mike Weinberg 
rode on the planer, adding about 260 pounds dead welgat. 
They kept working until 2:30 a.m. 

The races began at 11 a.m., with only the finals being held. 
Instead of 300 contestants, there were 50. And instead of the 
expected 4500 spectators, there was but one. George 
Lafionatis went down to see Clyde McKaba win, which Clyde 
didn’t do. 

The next day, New Year’s Day 1963, preliminary Olympic 
tryouts were held at the rink. Jeff Williamson turned in the 
best performance, with the surprising time of 2 minutes 56 
seconds for the 1500 meter race. Jeanne Ashworth, .of 
course, turned in the best time in the Women’s Division. 

The final tryouts for the Olympic team were held in 
Minnesota on Feb. 2 and 3, 1963. Williamson did not qualify. 
Jeanne Ashworth, who had won a Bronze in 1960, qualified 
for the 1964 team ‘and again for the 1968 team. 

There have been no championship races in Wilmington ‘in 
a half-century. The rink behind the old South School is over- 
grown, although the light poles are still there. Wilmington 
has no speed skating program and no speed skaters. But 
when the Olympic speed skating events are broadcast from 
Sochi, there will be a few Wilmington natives ie nai a 
remembering Wilmington’s Camelot.

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Cell Phone and Credit Card 
scams to watch out for 


Better Business Bureau 
serving Eastern 
Massachusetts, Maine, 
Rhode Island and Vermont 
(BBB) is warning cell phone 
users about a new. scam that 
ean result in unauthorized 
charges appearing on their 
monthly statement. 

Consumers in_ several 
states report receiving calls 
on their mobile phones in 
which an unknown caller 
hangs up after one ring. 
When the cell owner returns 
the call, 
$19.95 for the international 
call fee. They may hear 
music~-or advertising while 
they are unknowingly con- 
nected. to a caller-paid toll 
service or chat line located 
outside the country. 

The Caribbean area codes 
that appear on the caller ID 
have been -reported to be 
from the Dominican 
Republic (809), Jamaica 
(876), British Virgin Islands 
(284), Grenada (473), 
Antigua (268), Dominica 
(767) and more. 

The practice of third par- 
ties placing unauthorized 
charges on wireless 
accounts is called “cram- 
ming.” If you believe you 
have been a victim of this 
scam, be sure to alert your 
cell phone carrier immedi- 
ately and keep an eye on 
your cell phone bill. The ear- 
lier you document the fraud, 
the better your chances of 
having some or all of the

charges removed. 

The second scam to be 
aware of is the unknown 
credit card charge. With this 
new con, scammers are 
banking on the fact that 
many consumers’ don’t 
check their credit card 
statements all that carefully. 
Don’t fall for it. Review your 
recent statements for unex- 
plained charges of $9.84 and 
contest them with your bank 
or credit card issuer (call 
the number on the back of 
your card). 

If you spot a_ strange 
charge of $9.84 on your cred- 
it card statement, the 
source listed on your bill will 
be an unfamiliar website. 
It’s not a business website, 
but a generic landing page 
that claims to offer 
“Customer Support.” The 
text promises to “refund 
100% of your last payment” 
and provides a phone num- 
ber and email address. 

Victims report calling the 
“customer support” site and 
receiving verbal confirma- 
tion that the charge would 
be canceled. However, don’t 
take the scammers at their 
word. Contact your bank to 
report the charges and 
request a new credit card. 
Your credit card information 
has been compromised, and 
it’s likely scammers will be 
back for more. 

BBB advises the following 
tips to avoid these scams: 

* Don’t Answer Unknown 


Calls. If you don’t recognize 
an out-of-state telephone 
number on your caller ID, 
ignore it. 

- Add Restrictions to Your 
Account. Contact your serv- 
ice provider to see if you can 
restrict third-party billing 
on your account. Inform 
other users on your cell- 
phone plan about this scam, 
and to ignore phone num- 
bers they do not recognize. 

- Understand Your Bills. 
Be sure to keep track of 
what services you pay for, 
that way you will be able to 
determine if any charges 
are unauthorized. By keep- 
ing a close eye on monthly 
statements, you will be less 
likely to become victim of 
these scams. Monitoring 


your bill is the best way to 
determine whether or not 
you’ve been affected.

Macy said. 

Helping others in needs 
goes back to her arthritis, 
said Macy’s mother Shelly. 
“It was a hard diagnosis. 
People say, ‘But she doesn’t 
look sick’ I see her daily 
struggles.” 

Struggles which include a 
low dose of a chemo drug 
that makes Macy sick for 
three days afterward. The 
arthritis has caused the top 
joint of her right index fin- 
ger to fuse, resulting in lost 
mobility in the finger which 
she must compensate for 
while writing. 

“Her everyday life has 
been compromised,” Shelly 
said. “We have to stay 
ahead of the disease before 
it causes permanent dam- 
age to her joints. It’s hap- 
pening silently.” 

But instead of wallowing in 
sadness, Shelly said her 
daughter chooses to help 
others. Macy hopes. to 
become a pediatric rheuma- 
tologist or physical therapist 
to help treat children with 
arthritis. 

Until then, she will contin- 
ue her role as Student 
Ambassador for Project 351, 
starting with a soon-to-be- 
announced town-wide 
fundraiser benefitting 
Cradles to Crayons.

Wilmington will have to 
pay an initial $24,900 fee to 
support the staffing of the 
regional housing services 
office. The mix of Reading, 
North Reading, Saugus, and 
Wilmington “means we get 
pretty good service,” she 
said. The geographic group- 
ing increases the likelihood 
that the ready-buyers and 
ready-renters will be inter- 
ested in housing from these 
contiguous communities. 

Selectman Michael 
Champoux asked if there 
would be a return on this 
investment, and Hamilton 
said that there wouldn’t be, 
at least not directly. The 
town would, however, meet 
DHCD regulations. 

Town Manager Jeff Hull 
said that “it’s certainly been 
a challenge to get to ten per- 
cent.” 

“It’s critically important” 
that [the number] is moni- 
tored,” he said. “In the end, 
I think this is money well 
spent.” 

The Board unanimously 
approved the agreement. 

The inter-municipal hous- 
ing agreement isn’t the first 
of its kind. It originated with 
Sudbury, Hamilton said. 

Staffing has yet to be 
decided, and it could poten- 
tially affect the membership 
fee, she wrote in a document 
provided to the Crier.

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the state's total public 
school enrollment - will take 
a PARCC field test in 
English language arts or 
mathematics. A field test 
allows students to try out a 
new test before it counts and 
helps policymakers deter- 
mine the fairness, validity, 
and accuracy of test ques- 
tions. 

Since September, the 
Department has _ worked 
with participating schools to 
choose a_ representative 
sample of students from a 
few classes at each school to 
take the field test. No partic- 
ipating student will receive 
a score or grade based on 
her or his performance. 

"The academic learning 
standards we adopted in 2010 
are strong, comprehensive,

strong assessment aligned 
to those standards," said 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education Commissioner 
Mitchell D. Chester, who is 
Chair of the PARCC 
Governing Board. "PARCC 
promises to provide more 
accurate measures of the 
skills that are’ keys to suc- 
cess after high school. The 
two-year pilot of PARCC will 
allow us to build the best 
test we can and better eval- 
uate whether PARCC could 
replace our current testing

MCAS has served the 
Commonwealth well since 
its inception in 1998. 
However, MCAS has not 
been upgraded since then 
and was never designed to 
assess college and’ career 
readiness. PARCC, which is 
aligned to the 
Commonwealth's new learn- 
ing standards, will deliver 
innovative technology-based 
items and performance- 
based tasks to’ better meas- 
ure students' abilities to 
think critically and apply 
what they know. PARCC will 
assess writing at all tested 
grades (3-11), rather than

just in grades 4, 7, and 10, 
which is the case for MCAS. 
PARCC will produce more 
timely results for school dis- 
tricts to assist educators in 
planning and _ tailoring 
instruction for students in 
the coming school year. 

Last November, the Board 
of Elementary and 
Secondary Education voted 
to adopt a two-year transi- 
tion period before a decision 
is made on whether to fully 
implement PARCC. The 
transition period also allows 
teachers and administrators 
the opportunity to continue 
to refine their implementa- 
tion of the 2011 
Massachusetts Curriculum 
Frameworks in English 
Language Arts and 
Mathematics, which incor- 
porate the Common Core 
State Standards. The 
Department has supported 
this implementation by 
developing curriculum 
resources, including model 
curriculum’ units, and pro 
viding professional develop- 
ment to strengthen instruc- 
tion. The transition period 
also allows the state to con- 
tinue to work with districts 
on securing additional fund- 
ing to ensure that all schools 
can incorporate 21st century 
learning technologies, 
including the ability to 
administer online assess- 
ments.

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Following this year's fiéld 
test of PARCC, school. dis- 
tricts in 2014-15 will have the 
option of administering 
either PARCC or MCAS to 
students in grades 3-11. 
Grade 10 students through 
the class of 2018 will contin- 
ue to be required to pass’the 
grade 10 MCAS tests in 
English language arts and 
mathematics and a high 
school science and technolo- 
gy/engineering test to meet 
the state's’ Competency 
Determination requirement 
and earn a high school 
diploma. In fall 2015, the 
Board of Elementary - and 
Secondary Education -will 
vote whether to adopt.and 
fully implement PARCE in 
English language arts afd 
mathematics, and thereby 
replace MCAS in those two 
subjects.

: Wakefield pressed the

McHugh saving the team’s hopes

STONEHAM -- In only a 
few years since assuming 
the position of starting 
goalie, junior Shelby 
McHugh has come to be the 
anchor for the Wilmington 
High School Girls’ Hockey 
team.

It’s only been three-and-a- 
half years, but it seems like 
the trips to Rockport and 
Manchester By-The-Sea 
were decades ago. Now the 
short trips to Woburn, 
Stoneham and Burlington 
are a hop, skip and a jump. 
The shorter traveling, the 
overall better competition 
and the success for many of 
the Wildcat teams are just 
three reasons why school 
officials made the right call 
by going from the Cape 
Ann League to the 
Middlesex League. 

Wildcat teams started to 
compete in the Lowell 
Suburban League before 
switching to the Merrimack 
Valley Conference in 1964. 
In the 1980s and then in the 
1990s, Wilmington applied 
several times to get into the 
‘Cape Ann League but were 
denied, before finally get- 
‘ting in and starting league 
play in the fall of 1995. 
Wilmington competed in 
the Cape Ann League for 17 
years before switching 
‘gears to its fourth athletic 
conference the Middlesex 
League in the fall of 2011. 
Former WHS Athletic 
‘Director Jim Gillis and the 
late Paul Fleming - former 
WHS Principal - were huge 
advocates for Wilmington 
to leave the MVC in favor of 

.the Cape Ann League. The 
move '-_ restored |. WHS 
Athletics and saved so 
many of its teams from 
drowning. But the league 
had huge flaws and those 
flaws were reasons why 
current Athletic Director 
Ed Harrison and 
Superintendent of Schools 
Joanne Benton along with 
former principal Eric 
Tracy looked elsewhere, 
and found a match with the 
Middlesex League. 

-“I think overall the move 
to- the Middlesex League 
has been a very good 
move,” said head boys’ bas- 
ketball coach Joe Maiella. 
“We are now playing 
schools very much like us 
and are starting to build 
good rivalries. The league 
is competitive and there is 
lots of parity. On any given 
night anyone can beat any- 
one, so you have to bring 
your best to win.” 


Bottom of the Barrel 


The last few years 
Wilmington was in the 
Merrimack Valley 
Conference so much had 
changed. In the late 1980s 
and into the early 1990s, 
many of the veteran coach- 
es had left - most of it was 
due to teacher lay-offs, but 
a handful of coaches either 
retired or left elsewhere. 
Hall of Fame Coach Jan 
Cassidy-Wood retired and 


another Hall of Famer - 


Frank Kelley did the same 
thing a few years later. 
Veteran hockey coach Bill 
Cullen left for Andover, 
while Jim Tildsley came 
back to coach girls’ hoop 
for three years only to join 
Cullen in Andover. Ed 
Harrison had_ resigned 
from the football job after 
the 1993 season and Tom 
Mirisola retired from the 
softball position a few 
years earlier. 

Before that there were 
times when Wilmington 
certainly competed in the 
MVC with the likes of Hall 
of Fame athletes Mike 
Esposito, Jackie Bowen, 
Meghan Donnelly, the 
Anthanasia Brothers, the 
Moran Brothers and a long 
list of others. As for team 
success, there was plenty of 
it through the 31 years in 
the MVC. 

Some of the highlights 
include: 

Softball - Two State 
Championships in ‘93 and 
‘94;

Football - League titles in 
’67, ’68, ’72 and then lost in 
the Eastern Mass Super 
Bowl in ‘76; 

Field Hockey - State con- 
tender almost every year, 
as well as ten league titles 
from 1971 to 1988; 

Boys Soccer - Four league 
titles, advanced to Eastern 
Mass Final in 1990; 

Boys Basketball - Won 
league title in 1988; 

Boys Hockey - Won five 
league titles, advanced to 
state semi-finals in 1983 and 
state finals in 1984; 

Baseball - Were league 
champs in 1977 and the 
team advanced to Eastern 
Mass Final; 

Boys Track - Won state 
title in 1975, and then in 
1993, the 4x400 relay team 
was among the best in the 
entire country. 


During those MVC years, 
several other programs 
were Starting out: The 
Girls’ Soccer program 
started up in 1988 under 
Steve Mader before Sue 
Hendee took over the fol- 
lowing year and never left. 
Then there were the pro- 
grams that were struggling 
to stay alive, during the last 
five to seven years in the 
MVC. The 1989 Football 
team had 21 players on it 
and finished with a tremen- 
dous 5-5 record. The 
wrestling, girls’ gymnas- 
tics, volleyball, tennis, 
cross-country, golf and foot- 
ball teams all struggled for 
wins. 

Numbers were drastically 
down in each of those 
sports. Wilmington had a 
very difficult time compet- 
ing against the significant- 
ly larger MVC _ teams 
whether it was Chelmsford, 
Central Catholic, Lowell or 
even Haverhill and 
Methuen. Thus a change 
needed to happen and it did 
as the Cape Ann League 
voted Wilmington in as a 


new team, with competition: 


starting in the fall of 1995. 

“Our years in the Cape 
Ann League were ones we 
needed to keep many of our 
programs going forward,” 
said Harrison. “The league 
set up was actually benefi- 
cial for us for a number of 
years. When we joined the 
Cape Ann League, we were 
sixth in — enrollment. 
Masconomet, North 
Andover, Triton, Pentucket 
and Newburyport were 
larger schools. When we 
left for the Middlesex 
League, we were third 
behind Masconomet and 
North Andover.” 


Making a Switch 


For the most part, 
Wilmington had tremen- 
dous success in the Cape 
Ann League with numerous 
league titles and historical 
program accomplishments. 

Some of the highlights 
include: 

Softball - Two North Final 
appearances and_ also 
enjoyed a stretch of win- 
ning four straight league 


titles; 

Track - Boys Outdoor 
Track team won a class 
championship, while both 
the boys and girls teams 
had a number of individual 
state champions as well as 
state relay championship 
teams; 

Baseball - Went to the 
Eastern Mass Finals in 
1998 after winning a sec- 
tional title; 

Boys Hockey - Completely 
dominated the Cape Ann 
League, winning seven 
league titles, including four 
in a row, while advancing to 
the state final and sectional 
final twice; 

Wrestling - Never had a 
winning season until the 
team competed in the CAL. 
Mike Pimental took over as 
head coach and in his 20 
years he coached the team 
to its first winning record, 
first sectional champi- 
onship, its first state cham- 
pion and its first all-state 
champion; 

Boys Basketball - 
Completely dominated the 
CAL with seven consecutive 
league titles and participat- 
ed in three sectional finals; 

Girls Basketball - 
Advanced to the sectional 
final for the first time in 
program history; 

Girls Soccer - Won back- 
to-back league titles in 2003 
and 2004; 

Boys Soccer - Advanced to 
state final in 1997, and then 
state semi-final in 1998; 

Girls Hockey - A late 
addition to the athletic 
department, the Wildcats 
enjoyed a trip to the state 
semi-final game as well as 
winning a number of Cape 
North League titles; 

Football - Had tremen- 
dous success with over 100 
wins during a 12-year span; 
Won many league titles 
including a solo title in 2004 
where the team made its 
first post-season appear- 
ance since 1976; 

Golf.- Won a state cham- 
pionship, a sectional cham- 
pionship, four league titles 
and went 52 matches with- 
out a loss; 

Volleyball - Wins came 
more often and had a 
stretch of several deep 
tournament runs. 


The years in the CAL were 
so important for 
Wilmington to get school 
morale back up. It was ter- 
rible in the early 1990s 
while enrollment in the 
high school was also down: 
A. lot of coaches were 
unhappy in the latter years 
of the MVC and many of 
them left. That allowed the 
athletic department to 
bring on a number of 
tremendous coaches from 
the tail end of the MVC 
days through the 17 years in 
the CAL whether it was 
Hall of Famers Paul 
Lyman, Jim McCune or 
long tenured coaches like 
Steve Scanlon, Mike 
Pimental, Sue Hendee and 
Bob Almeida, and then the 
shorter stayed coaches like 


. combining 


Jim Tildsley, Maureen 
Noone, Jay Keane and Jodi 
MacKenzie. 

But in the final few years 
that Wilmington competed 
in the CAL, things started 
to go downhill. Besides the 
longer travel times, the 
league started to make a lot 
of changes. It started with 
leagues, 
whether it was going with 
the Middlesex League. in 
Volleyball, going with the 
Northeast Conference in 
Boys’ Hockey, or splitting 
up its football and basket- 
ball leagues to three divi- 
sions -- scheduling became 
a huge headache on all 
three levels whether it was 
varsity, JV or freshmen. 

On top of that the league 
became extremely top 
heavy - the bigger schools 
Masconomet, North 
Andover and Wilmington 
were dominating in the 
major sports, especially 
football. That forced the 
smaller teams like North 
Reading and Lynnfield to 
decide which teams they 
wanted to play and not play 
and then the football sched- 
uling became a complete 
farce. On top of that there 
were always problems with 
poor officiating, sports- 
manship or lack thereof, 
teams always arriving late 
for games and sub-varsity 
teams pulling no-shows. 

“There were rumblings 
and rumors that the small- 
er communities of the Cape 
Ann League wanted the 
‘Big Three - Masco, North 
Andover and Wilmington’ 
to leave the league,” said 
Harrison. “So in the sum- 
mer of 2008, the opportunity 
to move out of the Cape 
Ann League became avail- 
able.” 


The Process to the ML 


Harrison gave an outline 
of when the thoughts of get- 
ting out of the Cape Ann 
League originally occurred, 
and when the knock to the 
Middlesex League door 
happened. 

“During the summer of 
2008, the Middlesex League 
posted information on the 
MIAA_ website seeking 
school to join their league,” 
explained Harrison. “The 
request had a deadline of 
January 1, 2009. In 
September of 2008 Eric 
Tracy and I spoke with 
Superintendent of Schools 
Joanne Benton and asked 
her for her advice. She 
thought it was a great idea 


. and instructed me to begin 


the process (of applying). 
A letter of interest was sent 
out on September 22, 2008 to 
the president of the 
Middleséx League. 

“Our decision was based 
primarily on two items that 
are related to the locations 
of the Middlesex League 
teams. A move to the 
Middlesex League would 
save us on our busing costs. 
Also we projected an 
increase in gate receipts, 
and we felt many of the 
team that border

Wilmington would be more 
likely to attend (future) 
contests. 

“During the week of April 
13, 2009, we were invited to 
attend a league meeting on 
May 4th with a sub-commit- 
tee of (Middlesex League) 
school principals and ath- 
letic directors to present 
why we wanted to join the 
league. Then on May 28th, I 
was informed that we would 


be invited to join the 


Middlesex League.” 

From the three leagues, 
Wilmington went from the 
smallest school in the MVC, 
to the third largest in the 
CAL, and today the school 
ranks fourth in_ the 
Middlesex League Freedom 
Division behind Burlington, 
Wakefield and Melrose and 
ahead of Watertown and 
Stoneham. 

The two biggest reasons 
for leaving the CAL for the 
ML were better competi- 
tion and less traveling. 
Traveling less has meant 
more spectators at games, 
more money into the athlet- 
ic department, less money 
going out to pay for buses 
all the while forming some 
real good rivalries with 
towns like Burlington and 
Woburn. 

“The biggest improvement 
from a baseball stand point 
is the travel,” said baseball 
coach Aldo Caira. “Most of 
our games are played right 
after school. Trying to get 
up to let’s say Rockport in 
the middle of the day, is so 
much harder on the team 
than heading over 
to Stoneham or Wakefield 
or even Watertown or 
Belmont. It took the kids so 
much longer to _ get 
stretched out and ready to 
play after an hour bus ride 
than it does for a 15 to 20- 
minute ride around 
the Middlesex League. 

“It seemed sometimes 
that the team would be 
ready to start playing after 
two or three innings when 
they finally got all warmed 
up, but in this league we 
are at our opponent’s fields 
so much quicker and we're 
ready to go from the first 
pitch. It doesn't sound like 
much, but try sitting on a 
bumpy bus ride for an hour 
and then get 15 minutes to 
warm up, as compared to a 
15-minute ride and 45 min- 
utes to. warm up. It does 
make a difference.” 

Longtime cross-country 
and track coach Tom 
Bradley has mixed feelings. 
He said it’s a win-win in 
cross country but track is 
really difficult without a 
home frack for the WHS 
kids. 

“The biggest change to me 
was shorter bus rides,” he 
said. “The Cross Country 
League meet is at Woburn 
Country Club Golf Course. 
It is great for kids and 
spectators. It is different 
and very well run. Winter 
track meets are very differ- 
ent with all twelve teams 
running at Reggie Lewis 
Center in Roxbury, 


Harvard or BU. Meets are 
long. I liked smaller meets 
at Andover and North 
Andover.” 


Instant Success 


Things have gone really 
well in the big picture when . 


it comes to dissecting the -| 
move to the ML. From the ~ 
fall of 2011 when the switch 


officially happened to this — 
past fall’s season,-.WHS © 
Athletics has honored two 
state championship teams 
in hockey, and a total of 
eight league championship 
teams, including three in 
girls soccer and one each in ~ 
baseball, boys soccer, girls. - 
basketball, boys hockey and — 
boys lacrosse. 
Certainly the league titles - 
are always tremendous 
achievements but the back- 
to-back state titles on ithe 
ice are memories that last 
forever.

‘A lot 
of geographic rivalries 
have developed quickly. 
The league has good:status 
state-wide, earning -mem- 
bers instant respect: I- - 
believe the league will also 
expand soon. Leagues -are. - 
consolidating state-wide.: [- - 
think we will see »super’ - 
leagues in the very ‘near 
future. Membership in -the 
Middlesex League will. be 
considered ‘Blue Chip’, You 
will have schools compét- 
ing to get membership.” ' 
If and when that happens, 
one thing is for sure that 
the switch from the Cape 
Ann League to ~ the 
Middlesex League has been 
a win-win situation for

going out a week early and trying to take in as much as possi- 
ble. Things like this don't come around every day. 


Q: What’s the film about? 


The synopsis of the film is: A wild boy is found in the woods 
by a solitary hunter and brought back to civilization. Alienated 
by a strange new environment, the boy tries to adapt by using 
the same strategies that kept him safe in the forest. 


Q: Where did you get the idea for the film? 


Dan Sousa, the director and animator is the one who creat- 
ed the story, which is partly inspired by real life tales of feral 
children, particularly the case of Kaspar Hauser, a German 
youth from the 19th century who allegedly grew up in total iso- 
lation (eds. note: Hauser was stabbed to death at the age of 21). 


Q: How many people did you work with? 


In terms of making these films, it's pretty much just Dan 
(Sousa) doing everything, and myself coming in to do the sound 
and music. Dan and I have been close friends since graduating 
from The Rhode Island School of Design in the mid 90's. When 
he started making personal films a few years after graduating, 
I offered to do the sound design and music and we've been 
working together ever since. 


Q: As a WHS grad, did you draw on any inspiration from 
Winchester (or your teachers or classmates) when making the 
film? 


I can't say directly. I know Dan Sousa is heavily influenced 
from his upbringing in Portugal; he was born in Cape Verde and 
lived in Lisbon until he was 12. There are a lot of memories 
attached to that time in his life that make their way into his 
films. 

I will say for myself, one of my favorite teachers was Ms. 
Miller in the music dept. I learned a lot about music theory and 
discipline from her. 


Q: I hear you have a little girl. Is she old enough to watch 
your film? If she saw it, did she like it?

He’s 
constantly on screen, scream- 
ing, ingesting drugs, romanc- 
ing a woman, conning some- 
one on the phone — and hit- 
ting the highs and lows that 
would appeal to any actor. 

But after a while, even 
DiCaprio’s magic can’t bring 
life to a rambling second act. 
It’s as though: Scorsese got 
tired of the project, and just 
let things play out..

SOLICITING IN 
BURLINGTON- SAY WHAT? 

“In an effort to help formal- 
ize and regulate the process of 
door-to-door salesmen solicit- 
ing and canvassing in 
Burlington, Town Meeting 
convincingly passed two 
bylaws that will place some 
restrictions on soliciting and 
provide more information on 
those who are canvassing in 
neighborhoods,” notes the 
Burlington edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“This initiative arose after 
the Burlington __ Police 
Department continued to 
receive many calls pertaining 
to complaints from residents 
about solicitors harassing 
them. 

“The first bylaw is the 
‘Door-to-Door Solicitation and 
Canvassing Bylaw, which 
Police Chief. Michael Kent 
stated has multiple compo- 
nents, with a primary focus of 
ensuring all solicitors and 
canvassers are registered 
with the town ... The bylaw 
says that every person or 
organization aiming to solicit 
or canvass door-to-door must 
now apply for a permit with 
the Police Department at least 
14 days in advance... 

“We can’t stop people from 
soliciting but we can regulate 
it’...This provides a_nation- 
wide check capability com- 
pared to the current state of 
things where it is more of an 
in-state check, he said, noting 
a national company hired a 
soliciting company last year 
that had several employees 
with records of assault, larce- 
ny and burglary. ‘This

* Order foods that are broiled, 
boiled or roasted.

You can always 
ask the waiter to pack up what you 
have left behind, or, when ordering, 
ask if the restaurant offers smaller 
portions at lower prices. 

* Skip the dips and dressings. Many 
condiments can add unwanted calories 
to a meal, making even a healthy 
entree a calorie-laden meal that's best 
avoided. For example, a salad covered 
in creamy Caesar salad dressing can 
take away from the overall nutritive 
value of the salad. Don't be afraid to 
ask for substitutions or simply ask to 
have dressings put on the side so if you 
must indulge you can do so without 


going overboard. 

* Eat in the hours leading up to 
your dinner. Low-fat snacks eaten 
throughout the day will reduce the 
likelihood that you will overeat at the 
dinner table. Drink a tall glass of 
water and enjoy some low-calorie fruit 
so you won't be famished once you 
arrive.at the restaurant. 

* Avoid buffet-style restaurants. 
Many people cannot help but overeat 
at buffet-style restaurants, where. the 
size of a typical spread can make it 
hard for dieters to stay disciplined. If 
you must eat at a buffet-style restau- 
rant, choose healthy fare like salad 
and steamed vegetables. 

* Look for a low-calorie menu. 
Many restaurants now supplement 
their existing menus with a menu of 
low-calorie fare for those customers 
who want to eat out but want to do so 
without abandoning their diets.

Buying a condo not the same as buying a home 


! Stringent lending policies 
ahd, the escalating costs of 
home:: ownership have led 
many prospective home buy- 
efs to consider condominiums 
instead of single-family. 
homes. Condos are typically 
less expensive than single- 
family homes, which makes 
lenders and borrowers alike 
feel.: more — comfortable. 
Lenders feel better because 
the loans aren't as large, 
while. borrowers are more 
comfortable because such 
loans allow them to improve 
their ‘standing with lenders, 
potentially setting the table 
for a low-interest home loan 
down the road. 


But. the differences 
between buying a condo and 
buying a single-family home 


go beyond the bottom line. The 
following are a few things 
prospective buyers should 
khow about condos before 
they view any properties. 


: * Condos come with fees. 
. Unlike single-family homes, 
condos come with homeown- 
efs association fees. These 
fées’ cover the cost of mainte- 
nance and repairs to the prop- 
erty. This includes landscap- 
ing and garbage collection, as 
well .as general repairs 
throughout the condominium 
complex. Fees vary signifi- 
cantly from community to 
community, and the best deal 
is not always the one with the 
- lowest homeowners associa- 
. - tioh-fées. Low fees tend to pro- 
vide- less bang for the buck, 
generally covering only the 
most -basic services. Higher 
fees‘often mean the communi- 
ty offers more amenities, such 
aS a’private pool and gym for 
résidents. Some people prefer 
stich amenities, while others 
would rather find better deals 
oh their own. But: prospective 
condo buyers must include 
fees in their monthly budgets 
when determining how much 


fc 


they can afford to spend. 


* Condos come with rules. 
Owners ‘of _ single-family 
homes can create their own 
rules for their households, 
while condo owners must 
agree to follow rules estab- 
lished by the homeowners 
association or the property 
management firm responsible 
for maintaining the communi- 
ty and enforcing the rules. 
Rules may not allow pets or 
only allow pets of a certain 
size. Other rules may restrict 
how owners can decorate their 
condos during the holiday sea- 
son or how they can furnish 
the exterior of their proper- 
ties, limiting patio furniture to 
a set number of chairs or 
tables. Some condo owners 
are glad such rules are in 
place, while others might find 
such stipulatiohs intrusive. 
Each community has different 
rules, and prospective buyers 
should familiarize themselves 
with a community's rules 
before buying any properties 
within that community. 


* Condos often have man- 
agement firms. Property man- 


tion 


agement firms can be great to 
deal with, but they can be 
troublesome as well. A good 
property management firm 
produces satisfied community 
members who speak glowing- 
ly of their communities, while 
a poorly run management 
firm can frustrate homeown- 
ers who feel they are not get- 
ting what they're paying for. 
Some property management 
firms fail to collect homeown- 
ers association fees for 
months at a time, only to send 
letters demanding back dues 
down the road. Others simply 
don't live up to expectations, 
failing to make repairs in a 
timely manner while letting 
the property fall into disre- 
pair. If possible, speak to cur- 
rent community residents 
about how the property is 
managed. If residents are not 
available, potential buyers 
should attempt to attend a 
homeowners association 
meeting, which can shed light 
on what it's like to live within 
a given community and how 
accessible the management 
firm is to community mem- 
bers and how well ittends to 
those members' needs.
